Commencement  in  193 4 was  known  as  “The  Centennial  Forecast and  there  was  an 
undercurrent  of  anticipation  in  all  the  events  of  the  season.  Only  two  commencements 
away  is  Wesleyan's  hundredth  birthday! 


THE  REUNION  CLASS  BANQUET 

The  1934  Commencement  season  began  for 
the  alumnae  with  a new  feature — the  Reunion 
Banquet  in  the  college  dining  room  at  Rivoli 
on  Friday  night.  The  plans  for  this  banquet 
began  modestly;  the  small  faculty  dining 
room  was  to  be  used  for  the  occasion  and  it 
was  thought  that  100  guests  would  be  pres- 
ent. Invitations  were  extended  to  all  alum- 
nae, with  the  twelve  reunion  classes  as  honor 
guests,  and  by  Wednesday  it  was  clear  that 
the  faculty  dining  room  was  far  too  small! 
In  the  end  we  made  some  ligtning  changes 
in  plans  and  table  decorations,  and  filled  the 
large  college  dining  room,  with  over  200 
alumnae  for  a most  enjoyable  evening! 

The  reunion  classes  sat  at  special  tables 
marked  with  their  class  colors.  The  class  of 
1886  was  presented  with  the  silver  loving 
cup  for  having  the  largest  per  cent,  of  living 
members  present;  12  members  or  34  per  cent. 
This  class  has  had  the  same  class  secretary 
since  their  graduation,  Kate  Neal,  of  At- 
lanta, who  keeps  in  touch  with  every  one 
of  them,  wherever  they  live,  Switzerland, 
Indian  Territory — no  matter  where!  The  class 
of  1888  came  second  in  the  contest  with  18 
per  cent  present,  and  there  was  a tie  for 
third  place  between  the  oldest  and  youngest 
classes  holding  reunions,  1885  and  1926.  The 
class  of  ’26  had,  in  fact,  the  largest  number 
present  at  the  banquet — twenty! 

Class  Skits 

Martha  Cooper,  A.B.,  *31,  was  toastmis- 
tress.  The  three  “skits’*  by  reunion  class 
groups  furnished  a variety  of  entertainment. 
The  classes  of  the  1880’s  gave  a delightful 
picture  of  college  life  in  their  day  through 
an  essay  by  Annie  (Cargill)  Cook  of  ’85  and 
a poem  “The  April  Fool  Picnic”  by  Richard 


Findlay,  read  by  Mattie  (O’Daniel)  Smith  of 
’86. 

The  1904-1907  group  gave  a peppy  “His- 
tory of  the  Class  Colors,”  marching  in  with 
vari-colored  banners  and  giving  their  class 
songs  and  yells.  Helen  (Roberts)  Ross,  of 
1904,  was  in  charge  of  this  feature  of  the 
program. 

Mrs.  Florrie  C.  White,  who  came  to  Wes- 
leyan in  1905  as  matron,  and  has  served  it 
ever  since,  being  now  superintendent  of  the 
infirmary,  was  introduced  with  this  group. 

The  1923-’26  group  gave  a “Style  Show 
of  the  Twenties,”  with  clever  lines  written 
by  Rebekah  (Oliphant)  Anthony  of  ’23,  and 
screamingly  funny  evening  dresses,  sports 
clothes,  and  street  clothes  of  the  period. 

Presentation  of  Relics 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the 
program  was  the  presentation  of  the  souve- 
nirs of  old  Wesleyan  days  which  are  listed 
elsewhere  in  the  magazine.  Alice  (Burden) 
Domingos  accepted  the  gifts  on  behalf  of  her 
mother,  Minnie  (Bass)  Burden  of  the  class 
of  ’74,  vice-president  in  charge  of  historical 
material.  Little  Anne  McKay,  daughter  of 
Frances  (Peabody)  McKay,  of  ’25,  a reunion 
class,  and  granddaughter  of  Annie  (Ander- 
son) McKay  of  ’85  and  of  Mary  (Hitch) 
Peabody  of  ’95,  presented  a newspaper  of 
1859  for  Annie  (Anderson)  McKay.  She  was 
dressed  in  an  old-fashioned  costume  similar 
to  one  worn  by  her  grandmother  as  a child. 

Great-Granddaughters  of  First  Graduate 

Two  charming  little  girls  in  their  early 
teens,  both  great  great  granddaughters  of 
Catherine  E.  (Brewer)  Benson,  Wesleyan’s 
first  graduate,  were  introduced  at  the  ban- 
quet. One  bears  the  full  name  of  her  grand- 
mother, Catherine  Benson,  the  daughter  of 
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Frank  L.  and  Agnes  Moody  Benson;  the 
other  is  Lora  Phyllis  Smith,  the  daughter  of 
Phillip  J.  and  Lora  Benson  Smith.  Phillis’ 
mother  accompanied  the  little  girls. 

The  Night-Gown  Parade 

The  banquet  ended  close  to  midnight  very 
appropriately  with  a “night-gown  parade”  in 
which  were  displayed  many  beautiful  and 
historically  interesting  night-gowns,  some  of 
them  more  than  100  years  old.  Alleen  (Poer) 
Hinton,  president  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 


tion, had  the  idea  for  this  unusual  feature 
of  the  program  and  secured  from  alumnae 
and  friends  the  old  gowns,  some  with  tucks 
and  frills,  some  with  elaborately  embroid- 
ered panels,  some  with  trains  trailing  the 
floor  behind,  some  almost  to  the  knees  in 
length.  To  the  tune  of  “Good  Night,  Ladies” 
the  procession  of  alumnae  wearing  the  night- 
gowns paraded  onto  the  little  stage  that  had 
been  placed  in  the  dining  room,  and  out 
again,  bringing  to  a close  the  first  “Reunion 
Class  Banquet.”
